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WAR NEWS. 


THUBSDAY’B SUMMARY. 

SoaroelT ft MTftp ofofficUl news bfti oome 
from Ihe front for forty-eight hoars. The 
London Dftily Mail has a despatch from 
Mewohang etftting that on Baoday last the 
Bnaoian general in command of the New- 
ohaaj district, while leading 8000 men 
through a moantainoos defile near Kaiobow 
was ambushed by the Japs whocaased 
him a loes of 1 200 men, mostly by artillery 
fire before be extricated himself. The 
Btcry stands alone without verification 
from any quarter and must be accepted 
with hesitation. A Liaotung despatch 
onoe more reiterates what is quite appar¬ 
ent now to the whole world tnat the Jap¬ 
anese generals are joining forces for a 
combined assault upon Kuropatkin’s main 
position. 

Late despatches last night indicate that 
Btakelberg has escaped from his pursuers. 
He has arrived at Kaipiog, 125 miles north 
of Port Arthur, while Oku, marching in 
pursuit yesterday, occupied with one 
oivision an important town thirty miles to 
the southward. Unless, therefore, Kuroki 
is in a position to strike at flaicLeng and 
out the railway there Stakleberg will be 
able to rejoin the main Russian army. 
Ooe result of this retreat and abandon¬ 
ment of the Liaotung Peninsula by the 
HasBians will be the evacuation of Neu- 
chwang by the Czars troops, That city can¬ 
not be held many days ion|{er. 

The Times' cables contain some interest¬ 
ing notes this morning. It is said for 
example that the Poit Arthur squadron 
will make no sortie, becauso the greater 
part of the guns of the squadron have been 
taken ashore to arm thirty new forts 
erected since the siege began. General 
Btoessel is quite convinced that he can de¬ 
fend the fortress against Japknese assaults 
and that therefore the squadron will not be 
under the neccessity of going out to fight 
the ships of Togo. Another interesting 
Times story is that in which the condition 
of the Raltio fleet is discussed. The 
Times’ correspondent says that only one of 
the seven battleships now in various 
stages of construction at Baltic ship and 
dock yards could be sent to the Far East 
in Auguar, and that several of the others 
will not be ready for the better part of two 
years. The Baltic fleet, like the terrible 
Cossack, seems to be for mantlesbelf effect 
only. i

ELECTRIC LIGHT QUESTION. 

Progress in the electric is proceed¬ 

ing slowly. Friday of last week, Mr. 
Kelsch, an electrical expert, visited Napa- 
noe and made an inspection of tlie plant of 
Electric Light Co., on behalf of the town . 
of Napauee. He also paid a visit to wliat ' 
is known as the John R. Scott plant, at 
Camden East. Messrs. C. Walters and A. 
Mowers arc making an examination of the 
poles and wires of the said company, and 
when completed will send in their report 
to the ex()ert, after which Mr. Kelsch will 
make out a complete report to the council. 
The expert's opinion is that the electric 
light plant is in a very bad shape The 
arc lamps used for lighting the streets are 
fifteen years out of date, and if they were 
to be sold very little could be realized upon 
them Ho says that in Montreal any 
number can be bought fur almost any 
price. The wires and poles are also in a 
bad shape. He says the average lifo of 
poles of this description is about lifteen 
years therefore those in use by this comp¬ 
any will need replacing, at least sonto of 
them will. As to the wire ho would not 
recommend llio using of it if the system 
was to be overhauled and put in first c!a;a 
shape, 

As to the value of thp ;Ju<'.t in its present 
condition, it would be hard to say. When 
.Mr. Kelscb's report is presented to the 
council, no doobt this information will he 
forthcoming, and will be given to the 
people through the press. Judging from 
appearances at the present there will bo no 
street lights this year, and unless sumotbing 
is done it will be one of the burning 
questions when election time comes along 
again neftt Janniry.

KILLING WILD MUSTARD. 

F. Btoderick, of the Ontario Depart- 
mertof agriculture, 'J'orouto, is making a 
tour cf Eastern Ortiario giving demonctrat- 
ions for the eradication from ceral crops of 
lljnt trdobleKOrne weed, wild mustard. 

The apparatus used is a sprayer and tbo 
spraying solution is made by dissolving 
coppgr sulphate or blue stone in water so 
as to make a solution of two per cent, 
strength. The apparatus used is merely 
an ordinary fiand sprayer, the working 
putts being of brass to prevent corrosion by 
tue solution. A forty gallon barrell is 
used to contain the solution \vbicb was pre¬ 
prepared by dissolving eight poufids of 
blue Slone in sufficient water to make up 
the forty gallons. The attachment by 
which the spray is communicated to the 
weed, resembles the rose sprayer and con¬ 
sists of a one-half inch pipe, nine feet 
long on which were situated six spraying 
nc/.zels, twenty two inches apart. The 
Si rivi-'C rnmn ja rarri.d in a light waggon 
or cuM iiiu e^/rMyiijg attachmant projecting 
behind and being abont two feet above tho 
ground. The spray produced in this wav 
IS of euflicieut density to effectually ruaclj 
every part of the ground as it is passed 
over by the apparatus, the horses draw- 
ing the carl bsuig driven at a slow walk to 
insure conqletc saturation of tbo vege- 
taiion. i'lie Hjlution which is used v. iR 
burn inuaturd und kill it so as uo4 to r.ffow 
the seed to mature, tlie time chosen for tbo 
bpraving being fust before the Wbed bno 
started to head out. W liilo the kolution ih 
disistrouj to such weeds wild mustard, 
thistles und wild peas, it lias been found by 
careful e.xperinient that it lias no bad 
effects on any graiu, gras.s or clover cropn 
nor on sugar h«>«(s or corn. Turnips and 
rape on tho contrary are injured by tbn 
solutico. It id estimated that after four 
y<yLrd B[)ray iug the mustard will be effect 
u/lly destroyed, leaving only u few solitary 
Specimens which may be removed by 
iiliid pulling. 

Vile upparutiH, the expert says, only 
co.ii^ in tfiu neighborhood of twenty dollars 
liii't the cost of operating is alno very light 
compared with thegcoj resulls which arc 
obtained from its use.

The ship chosen was liio Sunr.-n *1 
big turret battleship. It was the 
turret which French naval authori¬ 
ties were specially anxious to test. 
’ITiey wanted to find out whether tho 
shock produced by the impact of a 
shell on the outer wall of the turret 
would^kill or injure the men inside. 

The crew of the Suflfren were sent 
below, an4 some sheep were penned 
inside the turret. ITicn the Massena 
drew’ ofl to 2,000 yards, distance 
and fired heavy shell at the turret. 
The shells were not explosive ones— 
they were filled with sand instead of 
powder. In spite of every precau- 
'tlon an accident occurred. The third 
.shell burst, and the officers who were 
standing on the bridge near the af- 
: ter end of the ship narrowly escaped 
being hit by splinters. The exper¬ 
iment. however, proved successful in 
one way, for the sheep were after¬ 
wards found to be quite unharmed. 

Much curiosity wa.s cvittcod, when 
submarines first came existence,

SOCIETIES OWNING STOCK. 


I timee we have been forced to go into- 
debt, while at times we have had at 
moch as two or three handred dollars 
I to the goodJ^ At present we have over 
$100 on hand, with the government 
grant coming due. Our grant Is ns- 
ually about $63. Some years we 
have had as many as eight bulls, thir- 
! teen rams and six boars. At the end 
i of a couple of years, these breeding 
animals ate changed around fiom div- 
: isiao lo division to prevent inbreeding. 
When the breeding stock hvs passed; 
its usefullness. it Is sold to the butch-1 
er and the money comes back to the | 
Society. ' | 

Members have the use of a ram for 
all their sheep and of the boar for two 
animals twice a year, and if the bull 
is not much used, members are a’low* ^ 
ed to take mo e cows. The man who 
keeps the bull, has the use of him for j 
all his stock. The same privilege is j 
allowed the m»n wlio keens the ram 
and he also gets the ram’s fleece extra j 
Twelve to $20 a year is allowed the 
man who kteps the boar. At one 
time our Society paid members as 
much as $10 a mouth for keeping the j 
bull. Members also had the use of the 
bull free. This was found to be too 
much of a good thing for the man 
keeping ihs bull and the Society soon 
got into dispute and membership fell 
off, untill the Society was partia'ly 
dead. Abount ten years ago, we chang¬ 
ed this method and adopted the pre- 
tent system which has worked admir¬ 
ably. We pay abont $20 for our bogs 
when they are six’ -mouths old and $20 
to $35 for our rams.” 

“ I am tatisheJ,” continued Mr. 
Stewart, “that if most of the societies 
whicli hold exhibitions were to gne 
them up und keep pure bred stock iu- 
•tead. the way our society does it 
would be a great improvement over 
the present system where there are so 
many fairs that they conflict with each 
other. We have a sort of unwritten 
law thot any man who keeps any of 
our stock must do so subject to in¬ 
spection by some member or members 
appointed for that purpose. There 
have been occasions where it has been 
found necessary to take animals away 
from members, but not of late years.” 
THE DRUMMOND AGRICULTUR¬ 
AL SOCIETY. 

This same line of work is also being 
conducted by the Drummond agricul¬ 
tural society located near Perth in 
Lanark county. Mr. Cowan recently 
visited this section and was shown 
the stock kept by the society. In the 
evening a meeting was held at the 
home of Mr. P. M. Campbell of Balder- 
sou, the secretary, at which a number 
of well-known breeders and oflScers of 
societies werq^ present. This society 
has been keeping pure bred stock since 
18G8 and owns two bulls, a Shorthorn 
and on Ayrshire. During the winter 
two hogs were kept, a Berkshire and a 
Tamworth, more hogs will be bought 
in the fall. Up to two years ago the 
Society kept pure bred ram^. The 
Durham bull cost $140 at an auction 
sale of stock held in Ottawa and the 
Ayshire cost $90 bought, from a frivaie 
bleeder. The bulls are boarded around 
at the rate of $2 a week during .June 
and July and for $3 a month during 
the rest of the year- The keep of these 
animals thus cost the Society abo..t 
$54 each per year. The men boarding 
the animals have the use of tliem for 
their stock. The bulls arc kept at 
tliiec different places in the township 
and about every three weeks they are 
moved around to suit the convenience 
of ilio members. Merabors are charged 
$1 each to join, for which fee they are 
permitted to breed two cows to one 
bull or four altogether. For four 
more cattle an extra dollar is charged. 
'I'lio Society has a membership of 67

SOUIKTIES OWNING STOCK. 

A ureiit <leal of iuterestiuj; itiform- 
rtliun luia btM’u (,'atherecl lately by II. 
II. Cowan, Provincial Supcriutoncleut 
of Agricultural societies, rPt;ardinp; 
tho ownership of pure brtJ breeding 
stock, by several societies, in tho 
Province. A number of these .societies, 
it haH been found, are doing excellent 
work. It is believed that if many of 
rfie societies in the Provience which 
are holding small exhibitions, were to 
give up this work and own and circu* 
late pure bred stock, they would 
accomplish much more good for their 
sections. On Saturday, June 11th Mr. 
Cowan visited the home of Mr A. M. 
Stewart at Dalmony, Itussell County, 
who is secretary of tho townsbir* ol 
Osgood agricultural society. Thi.s 
society' lias been owning pure bred 
stock since 18(17. Tho Oirtetors are 
^ unanimous in the belief that their 
^society has done more good than it 
could possibly have done had it en¬ 
deavored to hold annual exhibitions. 
Mr. Stewart states that it is the 
general opinion in the county that the 
county of Russell won tho banner offer¬ 
ed by tho Ottawa Valley Journal to 
the county in eastern Ontario owning 
the best stock, largely as a result of 
the excellent work done by this society. 
The Osgood society owns three bulls, 
two of which are Ayrshires, and one a 
Shorthorn, twelve rams n)id four boars 
Tho sheep are mostly Shropshires, but 
include two Leicesters and one 
Oxford Down. Tho hogs include one 
animal oacli of tho following breeds. 
Tamworth, Yorkshire, Berkshire and 
Chester White. These animals are 
located in live different sections of the 
Township. Any twelve farmers in 
the tow’nshlp, who will agree to pay 
.'?*J each for three years and take prop¬ 
er care of stock will, on request bo 
furnished with a pure breed bull, rarn, 
or boar, or with all three, if they ask 
for them. Generally one animal is 
asked for the first year, more being 
taken after this sub-division of tlie 
main society has become well establish¬ 
ed. 

Jf the Society has no animals on 
hand, a committee is appointed to pur¬ 
chase them. Some bulls Inive co^t tlie 
society as high as $100 According 
to Mr. Stewart, the Society has never 
secured a good hull which d d not 
cost at least .SlOO laid down at l.).il- 
meny. The Society has purchased 
bulls that have won the gold medal at 
such exhibitions as Toronto. 

“In the past” continued Mr. Stewart 
“we have always been able to furnish 
all tho animals asked for. Jf a local 
section asks for three animals, ilio 
Society looses mouey hut if they only 
ask for one wo generally make a little. 
The $21 received each year from tho 
twelve farmers forming one of these 
sections, together witli tho government 
grant we receive and a little extra 
funds, which come in other ways, 
generally enables us to meet tiie ex¬ 
pense of keeping the animal', Some

of the members. Membors are charged 
$1 each to join, for which fee they are 
permitted to breed two cows to one 
bull or four altogether. For four 
more cattle an extra dollar is charged. 
The Society has a membership of 67 
and receive.s a government grant of 
.$30. For their dollar, members can 
take a sow to each boar. Members 
holding stock pan collect membership 
fets. The pahies keeping the rams 
are allowed to charge members 12^ 
cents a w'eek for each ewe which is 
kept at their place. No member can 
take more than two ewe.s to a ram. 
In lliis w’ay members of tho Society 
for their membership fee are allowed 
to breed four cows four ewes and tw'O 
sows, all for $1. Boars aie kept at a 
cost to the Society of $10 for the 
season. 

Eor a number of years this Society 
has bought seed at wholesale prices 
and furnished it to members, who 
have thus secured a reduction equal to 
abont M'o ou all the seed they buy 
through the Society. 

At the meeting held in the evening, 
theopouion was uuaniously expressed 
by those present that great good 
would be accomplished were societies 
to receive a government grant on the 
basis of what they actually expend for 
agricultural purposes, instead of large¬ 
ly on the membership basis as is done 
at present.

As curator of Ferdinand 
de Medici he had a splendid collection 
of Belgian, Frcncli and Italian instru¬ 
ments to look after, and tills undoubt-„ 
ediy tyde<l liim, tliougli the model was 
so crude tliat tlie inventor could never 
have dreamed a monument would ever 
be erected in bis memory. Thuro .T.e 
only two grand pianofortes of L’rislo 
fori In existence. 

One decorated In gold and Clilne.se 
figures Is In Florence, and tlie oilier is 
in the Crosby-Brown collection In tlie 
Metropolitan Mu.seum of Art. Tliree 
documents attest tlie autlienticity of 
this last instrument, wlileli was pm- 
chased from Signor Diego .MartcIIl.

HUGE DUCK FARMS. 

They Are So •• Sssa on All tko Wa* 
tsTfraya cniaa. 

En<maoii| flocks of tome ducks, num¬ 
bering many tbousauds, are to be eeen 
on all the waterways of China. These 
are carefully herded by the duck 
farmer and his sons snd guided by 
them to suitable feeding grounds. A 
recent writer speaks of seeing them 
on the Yangtse in midstream, floating 
down in compact masses with the rac¬ 
ing current and surrounded by their 
guardians In tubs, who, armed with 
long bamboos, smartly whacked any 
birds that happened to stray. 

These ducks always appear to be of 
the same age, a curious fact that Is ex¬ 
plained by the Chinese use of Incuba¬ 
tors on a large scale. They are very 
chary about revealing details, but It 
would appear that these incubators are 
e^ipier made of manure nnd lime in the 
open air or in rooms boated by char¬ 
coal fires, the eggs In this case being 
placed in baskets covered with straw 
or cotton wool.

The walls of the Japanese houeea 
ore woodea frames covered with thin 
paper, which keeps out the wind, but 
lets in tho light, and when one con^ 
pares these papcri^i(^lod "doll houses” 
with the gloomy bwtbo cabin* of the 
inhabitant* of the liland of Java or 
the email windowed hut* of our fore¬ 
father*. one realize* that, without 
glf^M and in n rainy climate, theiie 
ingenious people have solved in a ro- 
mar^mblo way the problem of lighting 
their dwellings and, at least in a 
meaoure, of keeping out the cold. 

Their oiled pa|)ors ai*o astonishing¬ 
ly che-ap and durable. Ak a cover for 
his loful of tea when' a rainstorm ov¬ 
ertaken him, thn Japanese farmer 
spreads over it a tough, pliable cover 
of oiled paper which is almost a* im- 
p<ervlons ns tarpaulin and ns light 
ns goBSioner, Ho has doubtless car- 

iod this cover for years, neatly pack¬ 
ed away somcw-horc about his cart. 
Thn ‘‘rickshaw” coolit's in the largo 
cities wear rain mantles of this oiled 
paper, which cost less than 18 cents 
and lost for a year or more with con¬ 
stant use. 

An oiled tissun paper which is as 
tough an writinfr l>aper can be had 
at the stationers' for wrapping up 
delicate articles. 

Grain and meal sacks' are almost 
always mado of bark paper in Japan, 
for it is not i^slly penetrated by wee¬ 
vils and other insects. 

But perhaps tho most remarkable of 
all tho I'arxTs which find h common 
use in the Japanese household are 
the leather papers of which the to- 
Imcco pouches and pip*? cases arc 
made. They arc almost a* tough a-s 
French kid, so translucent that one 
can nearly see through them, and as 
pliable and soft as calfskin. Tho ma¬ 
terial of which they are mado is as 
thick as cardboard, but as flexible as 
kid.

In 1848 the British Parliament 
voted a London solicitor named Wil¬ 
liam Henry Barber $20,000, as com¬ 
pensation for four years’ imprison¬ 
ment sufTered for a crime of which 
he was innocent. This is the big¬ 
gest sum ever given under such cir- 
cum.stance«. but ttfiere arc plenty of 
other instances of mone.y awards in 
similar cases. 

In 1879, for example, a young 
labi^rcr named William Habron, who 
had been convicted four years pre¬ 
viously of the murder of a police¬ 
man near Manchester, the capital 
sentence being afteiwards commuted 
to penal servitude for life, was rc- 
lea.sed atrd presented with 84,000. 

This act of restitution was prim¬ 
arily due to the notf^rious Charles 
Peace, who confewed, while und'er 
sentence of death for another mur¬ 
der, that it was he who had shot 
the constable in question. 

Habron’s money was invested by 
Government at his own request in a 
small farm nnd slock, so as to ren¬ 
der him independent for the re¬ 
mainder of his days. 

Another similar, but in many ways 
oven more remarkable, case was 
brought to light fn 1888. Two 
men, named Michael Brnnnagan nnd 
Peter Mui7>hy, had been convicted 
nine years prevfousl.v of burglary 
and attempted murder at Edlingham 
Vicarage, near Alnwick,

however, were a couple of notorious 
local poachers, named George Edgell 
nnd Charles Richardson; and they 
were eventually induced b.v the Rev, 
Mr, Percy, the Vicar of St. Paul’s. 
Alnwick, to make confessions of 
their guilt to the authorities. In 
consideration of this they were let 
off with the exceedingly light sen¬ 
tence of five y«*ars’ penal S(*rvitude. 
Brannagan and Murphy W'ere, of 
course, at once released, and each 
received $4,000. 

The first-named invested his in a 
wheelwright’s shoii—the handicraft ho 
h.ad acquired in gaol—and in duo 
co'irse I rospered exceedingly. 

Murphy, who was a prison-taught 
baker, rho.se that business, and also 
did well; being possessed of a devot- 
('d helpmeet in his wife, who al¬ 
though onl.v his sweirtheart at the 
time of his conviction, had remained 
consistently faithful to him through 
all the long .years of his undeserved 
captivity. This girl, ft ina.v be 
mentioned, was named Agnes .Simm. 
and it was largely owing to her 
persistent representations to Mr, 
Percy that that gentleman was at 
last induced to take up the cose and 
S( e justice done. 

A famous French case in point was 
that of the Marquis d’Angladc. false¬ 
ly accused of robbing his friend the 
Comte do Montgomery. The unfor¬ 
tunate nobl(*:nan died In r~i»on. nnd 
could not. of course, be brought to 
life again. But public excitement 
and compassion were so roused over 
the matter, that a sum of over $20,- 
000 was subscribed for his widow. 
And this money she Invested and re¬ 
invested to such good purpose, that 
in her old ago she was reputed to 
be one of the richest women in 
Paris. 

Undoubtedly, however, the biggest 
fortune founded on imprisonment 
was that of the late Mr. John Ma¬ 
gee, whose personality was sworn, 
when ho died some few years bacl^, 
at between $05,000,000 and $70,- 
000 . 000 . 

In 1874 Mr. Magee was acting na 
British Consul at San Jose, in Gua¬ 
temala. For protecting certain r^ 
fugees from the fury of a rovolutioi^ 
ary mob. he was arrosUKt by the 
governor of the town a£d thrown 
into gaol. 
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IffttonOlsF h» tfr ofU d, «ad ha 
m> daclloed to raeofniza tha author¬ 
ity of hla gaotera, or to cooform to 
tha priaon regulatioaa. For th^a ha 
waa flogged, and waa baaidaa aub- 
jeetad to all aorta of Indlgnitiaa and 
outrage. But ha masuged. after a 
eooaldarahle interval, to convey 
word of hia whareabouta to a friend; 
and in^a little while a Britiah gun¬ 
boat appeared off the town. 

Mr. Magee waa releaaed, but the

ed from the Guatemalan Govern¬ 
ment, waa not forthcoming.

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STEAXEB CANADA SUITK.

A Montreal deapatch aaya: The

A large 
hole was ctovo in the starboard side 
of the Canada, which rapidly filled 
with water and shortly after the col¬ 
lision, sank in about forty, feet of wa¬ 
ter. In addition to the crew there 
WM'e about forty cabin passengers on 
the Canada, besides a number of sec¬ 
ond-class passengers. Fortunately 
there was a number of barges and 
river craft In the neighborhood at the 
time of the accident, and the Canada’s 
crew and passengers, with the excep¬ 
tion of one of the crew and four or 
five passengers, were picked up by the 
coaler Cape Breton and the other riv¬ 
er craft. So fc^ as can bo ascertain¬ 
ed five lives were lost by drowning, 
and there may have been some more.

Man’s 
influence like congealed moisture, is 
never stationary. It is either con¬ 
tracting or expanding, and how often 
tho actions of those about us have 
their influence upon otir own deeds. 

It is but natural when the season 
for planting arrives, and we sm 
J ohn Jones over the way hastily 
and perhaps carelessly, completing 
his tillage for the reception of the 
seed to have an earnest longing to 
get our crops planted, “pass the 
quarter," and not be distanced In 
the race. Such action is gommenda- 
blo to a certain degree, as every far¬ 
mer should take justifiable pride in 
having all of bis varied labors com¬ 
pleted promptly and in the proper 
season.
